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NO ONE MOURNS THE 
DEATH OF THE DICTATOR 


Trujillo is dead! What all the Communist attacks and world public opinion forming media could 
not do, a cowardly assassin did. The ‘Benefactor’ of the Dominican Republic was brutally assassinated 
a few nights ago as he returned from his widowed mother’s home to his farm. Six or seven contempt- 
ible cowards ambushed him and his driver along a country road, mutilating his body with shells and in- 
human stomping. 


Our newspapers say it was “good ridance,” so why should I be concerned? Well 
it just so happens that I am one of the few who has learned by bitter experience to 
question the biased editorialization of left-wing news sources. The news media that 
headlined the death of “dictator” Trujillo on the same page referred to the coming 
Kennedy conference with the bloody butcher of the Ukraine, as a “summit conference 
with Premier Khrushchev.” Personally, I am sick to my stomach at our news sources 
labeling our pro-American allies, “dictator,” while referring to our godless enemies, the 
Communists, as “Premier Khrushchev,” “Premier Castro,” etc. 


I met Trujillo in the fall of 1957. He impressed me only as an anti-Communist. I was far from 
impressed with his “monarchy” in the Dominican Republic, but it would take a blind man to not see 
the forward advances in his country during his regime. Less than 20% of the people could read and 
write when he took over the reigns of government after the devastating tidal wave that wrecked his 
land 35 years ago. Now, 85% are literate. That doesn’t sound to me like a mad dog dictator who 
wanted to keep his people in ignorance for fear of political uprising. All one has to do is drive through 
the streets of the capital city, Ciudad Trujillo, and see the modern buildings, the ultra-modern hotels, 
hospitals, schools, and enviable highways to see the results of the leadership of Trujillo. 


As I have read these last few days of the vengeful attacks against the dead “dictator” by liberal 
politicians and a left-wing press, I am amazed at their near-sightedness. Here is a man who outlawed 
the Communist Party in the 1940’s. Here isa man who voted with the U.S.A. on every single issue that 
came before the United Nations. Here is a man who never asked for American foreign aid until just 
the last few years, and whose government was maintained by the taxes of its people, without national 





debt. Here is a man who wanted to be left alone by 
outside forces as he ruled his people in accordance 
with their wishes. 


The liberal newspapers now talk of the big differ- 
ence between Trujillo and the Roman Catholic Church. 
This split is almost totally imaginary. I personally vis- 
ited with the head of the Roman Catholic Church in 
the Dominican Republic, and asked him point-blank 
if there was “religious persecution” in that country. 
He answered with an emphatic “no.” In private con- 
versations with both Catholic and Protestant leaders, 
I was told again and again that Trujillo had not in- 
terfered with religious exercises, but had, in fact, en- 
couraged missionary activities. The only religious out- 
fit that ever objected to the treatment they received 
from Trujillo was the Jehovah Witnesses. Trujillo ob- 
jected to them because of their refusal to salute the flag 
or pledge allegiance to the country. I don’t blame him 
for kicking them out of the Dominican Republic. If 
any person or organization cannot be loyal to the coun- 
try where they live, they ought to leave and find a 
country where they can be loyal. I must admit the 
Jehovah Witness’ attitude of refusing to salute our 
flag has always galled me. 


But, someone says, “Trujillo is a dictator.” “We 
don’t want a dictator in the Dominican Republic.” As 
far as | am concerned, 1 would rather have a dictator in 
the Dominican Republic friendly to the United States, 
than one friendly to the Soviet Union. I would rather 
have a Batista in Cuba any day than a Castro. Latin 
America has traditionally preferred dictatorship to de- 
mocracy. It would be impossible to change their politi- 
cal thinking, at least in this generation. 


Trujillo meant nothing to me personally. I would 
never try to defend him or the total actions of any dic- 
tator, but give the devil his dues. He was a friend to 
the United States in a day when we are obviously short 
of friends. 


Another thing, we don’t have any more right to 
force our concept of government upon other lands than 
the Communists have. We are against the Soviet Union 
because they grab little nations and force Communism 
on them, without regard to the wishes of its citizens. 
What's good for the goose is good for the gander. If 
the Communists are not justified in forcing their con- 
cept of government upon people who do not want it, 
neither are we. 


The only right that the United States has in rela- 
tion to the countries of Latin America is to make sure 
the security of the United States is not threatened by 
the existence of any type of anti-American government. 
Even the bleeding hearts of liberalism cannot truthfully 
accuse Trujillo of any overt acts against the United 
States. Ex-Congressman Charles Porter of Oregon tried 
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to create imaginary hostility against the U.S.A. by the ; 
Dominican Republic, and was rewarded by the people 


of his district with an emphatic defeat. 


I could not help but think of those who today 


mourn the passing of Trujillo, and those who do not,

ANTI-TRUJILLO DEFAMATION 
CAMPAIGN UNABATED. 


We cannot here cover the extent and intensiveness 
of the anti-Trujillo campaign that has been waged for 
Many years. The apex was the diplomatic boycott and 
other sanctions recently decreed by the O.A.S., the 
United Nations “hybrid” that used to be known favor- 
ably as the Pan-American Union, a wholly respectable 
pre-war all-American creation. 


The direct cause was an attempt to assassinate Presi- 
dent Betancourt in Caracas, which was charged to the 
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A. Willoughby, U.S.A. Ret. Writer. Publisher. Lecturer. 
Ecuador 1921-1929. MacArthur's Chief 


Dominican Government though executed by Venezue- 
lan nationals. It is alleged that American intelligence 
services had a hand in the expose. It is said that these 
charges would not hold water in an unbiased court: 
the evidence could be punctured by any criminal lawyer 
of average ability. We are not too concerned with this 
controversial issue any more than we believed the case 
of Galindez, Spanish Communist, and Basque collector 
of funds. 


We are concerned, however, with the de- 
fense of the Caribbean area, with the cynical 
dual standard practiced by the United Nations, 
(and its regional affiliates like the O.A.S.) 
which applies rough sanctions against Trujillo, 
a staunch friend of the West, but accepts and 
tolerates Castro, a Kremlin stooge who has 
converted Cuba into a Russian colony. We are 
concerned with hypocritical moral postures 
that are not applied impartially to the crimes 
and executions by Castro’s Gestapo, that follow 
the pattern of Budapest. The tender concern 
for Betancourt failed to recall that a Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States was in danger of his 
life in Caracas while on a visit of State. 


The line of demarcation between the Dominican 
Republic and Venezuela is probably dictated by enor- 
mous American and international oil investments. The 
need for protection is great indeed (vide Castro’s con- 
fiscation of nearly a Billion dollars) — nevertheless, 
one of the first acts of the Betancourt regime was to 
abrogate existing contracts and raise the Venezuelan 
“cut,” already on a 50% basis, by post-facto percentage 
increases. Here again, we abstain from delving into 
data that have been presented repeatedly. If we can 
develop and maintain a satisfactory modus operandi 
with Mr. Betancourt, your editor would be the first to 
accept any sort of compromise with, or concession to 
the Venezuelan Government. In the framework of the 
“strategic defense of the Caribbean area, and the access 
routes to the Panama Canal,” Venezuela is important 
as the southern anchor of the Caribbean island chain- 
—but (with an eye to Red Cuba) it is no more im- 
portant than the island of Santo Domingo. The O.A.S. 
has cut its own throat. 


In a moral appraisal (whatever that is— in the 
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light of Budapest, Tibet and the barbarites of the Sino- 
Korean war, 1951-1952) I think that Trujillo’s past 
actions should be entered in the ledger: Sanctuary to 
refugee Jews; sanctuary to Spanish exiles (Galindez 
enjoyed Dominican hospitality only to bite the hand 
that fed him) and a record of public construction, com- 
munications, hospitals, charitable establishments, etc., 
including viable relations with the Catholic hierarchy 
which compares favorably with the anti-Catholic Go- 
mulka of Poland, recipient of hundreds of millions of 
American dollar values. 


The Catholic Church, one of the most potent anti- 
Communist Organizations in the World, is not known 
to surrender without a struggle and by tradition may 
compromise with Caesar but will not compromise prin- 
ciples. The very fact that the Church has not seen fit 
to join in the general anti-Trujillo campaign indicates 
a margin of tolerance that simply cannot be ignored. 
There are always “straws in the wind.” 


THE GENERAL DONATES 
TWO VILLAGE CHURCHES. 


The inauguration of a church, a parsonage and a 
parish meeting hall in each of the towns of Julia Molina 
and Castillo, which took place on December 18, 1960, 
gives the lie to the anti-Dominican propaganda war 
which is being waged abroad aimed at imposing upon 
the uninformed the falsehood that relations between the 
Church and the State in the Dominican Republic are 
no longer close. 


The statements of the Parish Priests are most elo- 
quent. They clearly show that these relations today 
are closer than ever and that the Cross of Christ is still 
guiding the destiny of the Dominican Republic. 


General Trujillo, who is a practicing Catholic, re- 
cently donated two Churches to relatively obscure Par- 
ishes. This was a purely personal gift. The specifica- 
tions speak for themselves: Built at cost of $47,348.40 
(each), including the church, the parsonage and the 
parish hall. Three buildings are interconnected through 
a corridor. The bell tower, 9.50 meters high, is erected 
apart from the main body. The nave of the church 
seats 400 worshipers. The parsonage is two stories 
high and includes 4 bedrooms, drawing room, waiting 
room, dining room, two bathrooms, staircase, terrace 
and kitchen. The parish hall has an area of 112 square 
meters and includes two bathrooms. The building ma- 
terials used were concrete blocks and reinforced con- 
crete for walls and floors, and wood and asbesto-cement 
sheets for the roofs. 


During the inauguration ceremonies excerpts from 
the addresses of recipient Parish priests and other re- 
ligious dignitaries give a clue to the popularity of Gen- 
eral Trujillo. 
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REVEREND ALFREDO LAMBERT: 
PARISH PRIEST OF MOLINA, 


“Julia Molina is most happy today. The presence 
here of the great Leader of the Dominicans is a presage 
of progress, well-being and happiness. The #lustrious 
Benefactor has come to open this church and its annexes 
which I had asked him for this town and, with typical 
generosity, he has donated and paid for them in full, 
complete with all their furnishings. I receive them in 
the name of His Excellency Monsignor Panal, who has 
appointed me expressly for this purpose, and in the 
name of the inhabitants of this town of Julia Molina 
who love you dearly. In my own name, as well as in 
that of the people, we will ask God and the Most Holy 
Virgin to bless your genius so you may continue to do 
good as you have been doing unceasingly; just as you 
have maintained the peace among the Dominican peo- 
ple above everything else, you may contribute with your 
inspirations and realizations to the achievement of uni- 
versal peace.” 


ADDRESS BY REVEREND 
ZENON CASTILLO DE AZA. 


“In the Dominican Republic everything was shroud- 
ed with a veil of sorrow for our fellow citizens and of 
despise or pity for foreigners. That veil had been 
woven by defeatism and failure. Rafael Leonidas Tru- 
jillo Molina, a heaven-sent gift for the Republic, real- 
ized that it was necessary to create in order that we 
could begin to write our own history. On the first day, 
he created the national peace that was unknown to the 
people. On the second day, he created our armed forces, 
endowing them with efficiency, order and strength. 
On the third day, he created culture and inspired an 
eagerness to know how to read and write; he offered 
every family the opportunity of having any of its mem- 
bers become a physician, a lawyer or an engineer, as 
an encouragement to intellectual progress. On the 
fourth day, buildings began cutting the skyline of the 
country. On the fifth day, Trujillo put the nation to 
work; he reminded his countrymen that they would 
have to earn their daily bread by the sweat of their 
brows. On the sixth day, he created churches and cathe- 
drals. It was only then, gentlemen, that the ‘Era of the 
Cathedrals’ was commenced in the Republic. 


“The opening of this beautiful parish church here 
in Julia Molina strongly gives the lie to his enemies 
who claim that if Trujillo had been won for the Father- 
land, he was lost for the Church. Here he is, gentle- 
men, as a humble, sincere and fervent believer, pray- 
ing the Lord in behalf of his people, of their interests, 
asking for spiritual light to help him continue to guide 
the destiny of the Dominican Republic.

CLOSING ADDRESS BY FATHER 
ZENON CASTILLO DE AZA. 


“Only a few minutes have elapsed since the parish 
church of Julia Molina was inaugurated. And a miracle 
of the faith of the Benefactor of the Country makes it 
possible for us to meet here for the inauguration of 
the parish church of Castillo. Whenever a church is 
consecrated, the strength of Christianity becomes there- 
by increased because it is a spiritual strength for the 
conquest of men’s souls and for winning the battles 
of the Lord. Trujillo becomes the protector of the 
Church in the Dominican Republic, filling the country 
with temples and granting to the Church privileges and 
favors without any precedent in the history of the Do- 
minican Republic. Trujillo does not give in order to 
receive, but as a tender-hearted man he never forgets 
any amount of appreciation shown him. In the annals 
of Castillo, let it be written in golden letters that on 
December 18, 1960, which marks the 42nd anniversary 
of Trujillo’s enrollment in the armed forces: ‘Trujillo 
was here and, in the structure of the parish church, 
presented us with the gift of his faith.’” 





Editoral Notes: It was with profound regret that we received 
the tragic news of the death of General Trujillo. One by one the 
strong men of the Caribbean area, who stood by the United States in 
war and peace — in the protection of the vital routes culminating in 
the Panama Canal, are falling by the wayside. We are not prepared 
to discuss the political aspects of “dictatorship” and “democracies” 
and we do not concede, for a moment, the propriety of agitation of 
so-called “liberal elements,’ here and abroad, who fulminated against 
Batista, Jimenez and Trujillo— but were quite happy with Castro 
and Tito and Khrushchev. This is the “double standard” of the “/ib- 
eral” witch-hunters, who acquiesce hypocritically in the slaughter of 
Budapest and the “fusilamentos” of Castro but writhe in anguish at 
the mere mention of the word “dictator,” regardless of whether that 
fegime preserves order, brings prosperity, discharges foreign obliga- 
tions, treaties and undertakings and protects the principle of private 
property. It would appear that this foul rabble prefer revolution to 
ty. confiscation to protection and the firing-squad to judicial 
tulings. 


_ We have touched upon the figure of Trujillo on many occasions, 
in Magazines or reviews with which we are associated, viz: American 
Mercury, April 1960 “Castro, Trujillo and the Panama Canal” Ameri- 
can Mercury, July 1960 “Castro and Ulbricht: Birds of a Feather.” 
Christian Crusade Magazine December 1959 "The Whipping Boy of 
the Western World.” The Weekly Crusader. Nov. 25 and Dec. 2, 
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1960 "The Kremlin at your Doorsteps.” We are quoting some sug- 
gestive extracts, from these articles, an epitaph for a friend of the 
United States: 


CHRISTIAN CRUSADE MAGAZINE, DECEMBER 1959: .. . 
Trujillo and the Dominican Republic have long been the target of a 
segment of the American Press and various organizations that call 
themselves “liberal” but are politically far to the left, enroute to the 
welfare state and Communism. They were all “for Castro but 
“against” Batista. They kept quiet about Hungary and let Batista’s 
delegate in the U.N. (Dr. Emilio Nunez Portuondo) fight the issue 
in the U.N. They were “against” Franco in the Spanish Civil War 
(1936-1939) but all for the “loyalists” in the full knowledge that 
the Government was completely dominated by Kremlin politicians and 
soldiers. They condemned Franco accepting German and Italian as- 
sistance (it is now called mutual secucity and we practice it habitually ) 
but seemed unaware of the entry into action i Communist Interna- 
tional Brigades and a cataract (for cash naturally) of Russian arma- 
ments, equipment, aviation, etc. The American contribution to the 
Brigades became known as the “Abraham Lincoln Brigade,” with re- 
cruiting in the States in open violation of passport restrictions. 


AMERICAN MERCURY, APRIL 1960: .. . In the Moscow Con- 
gress of October 1952, a plan for “Operations Latin-America” was 
revealed in a calculated indiscretion. A reference to Guatemala was 
featured as “The Communist way in Latin-America is the Guatemalan 
way.” The key was the development of a “national front,” i.e. a com- 
bination of disgruntled out-of-office politicians, Communist-led labor, 
the usual exploitation of economic distress, the support by diplomatic 
intrigue, money and armaments of pro-Communist-factions. The fall 
of Ubico in Guatemala and the advent of Arbenz, a Communist 
stooge, brought the pattern out in the open... . 


In this task, the Russians have the support of a leftist, so-called 
“liberal” press largely centered in New York City (a snake-pit of 
subversive groups) and their persistent attacks on the strong Latin 
American governments on our side. These crypto-Communists criti- 
cize “dictatorships” as a moral issue— without recognizing the need 
for law and order. Their principal targets over the years have been 
Venezuela (Jiminez), Cuba (Batista) and the Dominican Republic 
(Trujillo). It can be said that they have succeeded. (I predict that 
Nicaragua and the Somozas are next on their list)... . 


Unfortunately, the fellow-traveling Press is supported by a parallel 
coterie in Government; their combined efforts appear able to eliminate 
this type of pro-American regime. 


Failure to support Batista with arms, while Polish and Czech 
shipments for Castro poured in from Mexico, brought this Marxist 
disciple to power. 


Failure to supply Chiang-Kai-Shek turned China Red. 


The same game of strangulation was practiced against Trujillo. 
Obsolete Air Force planes bought in various channels were stopped 
by Customs agents in Florida “because they are suspected of being 
diverted to the Dominican Republic.” We said then — April 1960— 
“, . . Apparently Trujillo has been selected as the next victim. The 
Caribbean chain of islands will all be Red in the end with the 
exception of Puerto Rico and the British and French dependencies 
... for the time being .... 


THE WEEKLY CRUSADER, DEC. 2, 1960: . . . About six 
years ago, when a Red operator by the name of Jacobo Arbenz was 
tossed out of Guatemala, most Americans congratulated themselves 
that the fight against Communism had been won in this area. Now 
we have made the pdinful discovery that it was not wiped out — 
it was merely diffused. The rise of Castro is proof that the political 
situation in the Caribbean — formerly an American lake, has been 
steadily worsening. 


. .. In the space of a few years, a situation which was copper- 
riveted in favor of the United States, now is coming apart at all 
seams. Jamaica has turned out Bustamente, a conservative, and re- 
placed him with a Fabian-Socialist, Normal Manley. The elder So- 
moza was assassinated. Guatemala’s Castillo Armas was assassinated 
by a Communist agent. Perez Jiminez of Venezuela fell to a sur- 
prise revolution. Batista was ousted with the blessing of New York 
and Washington “liberals.” The penchant of the State Department 
for backing wrong horses abroad has manifested itself just as it did 
in China in the early 1940's. “. . . Without the terrific build-up by 
certain segments of the New York Press, radio and TV commentators, 
Castro and his Argentine henchman “Che” Guevara, would still be 
the obscure bandits of the Sierra, which they eventually turned out 
to be on a huge scale... . 


The disastrous “evolution” in Cuba seems to have been played 
down. Just as in the case of Batista, the New York “liberals” are 
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hot in pursuit of another strong man — Trujillo of the Dominican 
Republic — with an irresponsibility that is little short of suicidal 
in the light of what happened to American properties (the savings 
of American shareholders) in the hands of undisguised Kremlinist 
thieves and saboteurs. The venom with which a group of American 
publications have pursued Trujillo’s politics (and even the private 
life of his family) has no parallel in modern foreign relations — 
except on the low level of the Kremlin-dominated Russian press... . 


Were Trujillo an uncertain or adverse factor for America, the 
animus might perhaps be understandable. But behind Trujillo lies a 
record of 30 years of unwavering support of the United States in the 
Caribbean. His overthrow could usher in a reign of chaos in the 
Dominican Republic which would be an open invitation to Interna- 
tional Communism. A glance at the map “The Panama Canal and 
the Caribbean Barrier” clearly defines the strategic importance at- 
tached to the Dominican Republic as an ally of the United States 
defense system in the Caribbean, rather than another potential missile 
base tor Russia. The Kremlin has a “foot in the door” already with 
Castro’s Cuba. He has tried previously with Guatemala and British 
Guiana. He may try his hand in Nicaragua and Haiti.

The Caribbean Barrier stretches in a vast semi-circle, from Cuba 
via Hispaniola to Venezuela, as a shield of protection for the Panama 
Canal. In the event of war, the approaches to the Canal become the 
most sensitive strategic area in inter-American defense. The Kremlin 
is aware of this: The Reds have repeatedly attempted to gain a foot- 
hold in the Caribbean area; first in Guatemala, then in British 
Guinea; they have now succeeded in Cuba. 


The Cuban Communist stronghold is within easy flight range for 
even obsolete bombers to reach any point in the Caribbean littoral. In 
the nuclear age, this represents equally easy distances for medium- 
range ballistic missiles. There are thousands of islands, coves and 
inlets that can be used by roving submarines — and have so been 
used in W. W.1 and II. 


The security of the Panama Canal and the freedom of the Carib- 
bean area depend entirely on the quality of Governments in the lit- 
toral. Strong pro-American Governments prevented German en- 
croachments in both world wars . . . the friendly Governments of 
Cuba, the Dominican Republic and Venezuela; Nicaragua and other 
friendly Governments of Central America prevented infiltration and 
sabotage of the Canal area via land and sea routes. 


Unfortunately, this favorable situation was radically changed 
by the advent of Castro and the spread of Communism in the 
area. Strong, pro-American Governments are sacrificed to “witch 
hunts.” Leftist-liberal intrigues within the State Department and 
the evasive O.A.S., a poor substitute for the “Monroe Doctrine” 
have hamstrung the U.S. in rudimentary self-defense.

FUNCTIONS AND SERVICES 


Various “services of common concern” ate pto- 
vided by the Central Intelligence Agency to the U. §. 
intelligence organization generally. It conducts inde- 
pendent research in fields of economic and scientific 
intelligence; monitors foreign news and propaganda 
broadcasts; and collects intelligence abroad. It also pro- 
vides specialized library and translation services, includ- 
ing both mechanized and manually manipulated data- 
processing facilities, to the various elements of the U. §, 
intelligence organization. 


CIA’s facilities and techniques for the indexing, ab- 
stracting, translation, storage, and retrieval of informa- 
tion and data have been praised as “the most compre- 
hensive information system now in operation,” by the 
Committee on Government Operations of the U. §, 
Senate, in its Report of May 24, 1960 entitled “Docw- 
mentation, Indexing, and Retrieval of Scientific Infor- 
mation.” Among the features of this system described 
at length in that Report (pp. 16 ff., 62 ff.) are spe- 
cialized miniature photography, facsimile-printing de- 


vices, punch cards extending to more than 40 million/ 
and machine-translation computers that are applicable, 
for example, to highspeed rendering of Russian texts 
into English at the rate of 30,000 words an hour. 


PERSONNEL AND EMPLOYMENT POLICIES 


Applicants for Central Intelligence Agency em- 
ployment are given a full security investigation after 
they have been approved, following preliminary tests. 
Out of every thousand applications for employment, 
some 80% are screened out by the personnel “fficials; 
the remaining 20% are turned over to security agencies 
for investigation. Of this 20%, some 11% are elimi- 
nated as a result of security investigation because they 
drink too much, talk too much, have relatives behind 
the Iron Curtain which may make the applicants sub- 
ject to foreign pressure; for serious security reasons, 4% 
of this 11% are screened out. These latter are indi- 
viduals who have contacts that render them undesirable 
for service in this highly sensitive Agency. 


The Central Intelligence Agency does not duplicate 
and rival the existing intelligence agencies of State, 
Army, Navy, and Air Force. It makes maximum use 
of the resources of existing agencies. It helps put an 
end to unnecessary duplication. *

that will not countenance a break in diplomatic rela- 
© tionship with Russia or any Communist satellite, and in 
| fact, are constantly beating the propaganda drums for 
‘the admittance of the inhuman dictatorship of Com- 
munist China into the United Nations.

' would join hands in the Soviet orbit. In recent days, 
| Soviet technicians are reported to have been mapping 
H out missile bases on the coasts of the Dominican Re- 
public. We literally pushed Trujillo and the govern- 
/ ment into the Soviet orbit. I am not saying that we 

| justify any dictator. But, I am saying that we stand 

-with our friends, and unitedly in this life-and-death 
| struggle, stand against our common enemies. 


| We had honest disagreements with comrades in 
arms during World War II. Some of them were atheists 
. some were of conflicting creeds and faiths . . . but 
"we were united against a common enemy. We were 
' not fighting and dying for their creeds, or their fallacies, 

| but instead, we were willing to overlook even major 
| differences in a struggle to rid the world of an unholy 
“trinity of godless dictators. Now, we have become 
“choicy. We say we are against Communism. But we 
| will choose those whom we will let fight with us. We 
“cannot afford to be choicy. Hitler and his gang never 
presented the threat to us that Khrushchev and com- 
ny are today. We must have the support of dictators 

. democracies . . . monarchies . . . anyone that we 
tan recruit in this life-and-death struggle for survival. 


With the dishonest treatment of the Trujillo assas- 
“sination by our liberal press, and the recent abortive in- 
: vasion of Cuba, I am concerned perhaps more than 
ever before. We are losing the World. Our friends are 
Bb eing picked off one by one. The liberals in high places 
4 Washington, D. C., who are determined to com- 
D 7 the U.S.A. before Russia does, are enthusiastic 
“about the apparent ignorance of the American people, 
4 disgusting failure to recognize a friend when we 
“see one, our growing apathy towards the menace of 
“godless Communism. 
Eisenhower is responsible, more than any 


living man, for the loss of the friendship of the 
Dominican Republic and the take-over of Cuba 
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by Castro. Had he acted against Communist 
aggression and withstood liberal pressures, all 
Latin America would be solidly in the Western 
camp today. Kennedy, who now admits that 
he gave the order to invade Cuba but who lacked 
the moral courage to send the Marines in when 
defeat was apparent, and who in recent days 
used his high office to justify blackmail pay- 
ments to Dictator Castro, must be made to real- 
ize that the United States cannot live through 
another eight years of Roosevelt-Truman-Eisen- 
hower-Kennedy diplomacy. 


Who, then, mourns the passing of Trujillo? His 
people do! I know from first-hand experience that the 
vast majority of his people revered him. I witnessed 
their loyalty. However, it is apparent from the action 
of our political nomads, that we know what’s good for 
the people of the Dominican Republic better than they. 


I should imagine that there are many wet eyes in 
the Caribbean tonight. 


Oh, if we could only awaken this nation in time 
to the fallacy of compromise . . .the betrayal of liberal- 
ism . . . and the subversiveness of internationalism.

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DR. HARGIS HONORED 
AT UNIVERSITY 


Billy James Hargis was awarded the honorary de- 
gree of doctor of laws at the Convocation of the Bob 
Jones University, Greenville, South Carolina, Wed- 
nesday, May 31. Dr. Bob Jones, Jr., President of the 
4,000 student University presented the degree after 
conferring undergraduate and graduate degrees upon 
375 candidates from the five schools of the University. 
Dr. Hargis released the following statement in connec- 
tion with receiving the Degree: 


“Our only hope of saving America from the Com- 
munist threat is to purge our educational institutions 
and churches of liberal, un-American leadership. The 
general unconcern and ignorance of the American peo- 
ple toward internal Communism is due to the failure 
of educators and preachers to uphold traditional Ameri- 
canism and orthodox Christianity. Many educators have 
used academic freedom to destroy America’s confidence 
in the American way of life; and preachers, some in 
places of denominational leadership, have in the name 
of brotherhood, compromised with atheism and in- 
fidelity and thus have destroyed the true meaning of 
Christianity. I call upon the people of America to take 
steps to preserve our churches and schools from attacks 
from within. Only an alarmed citizenry can save our 
churches and schools from the scourge of liberalism. 


“Bob Jones University stands out among the schools 
of America as an example of what a Christian university 
should be, and its miraculous success can only be at- 
tributed to its loyalty to the Gospel and Christian 
capitalism. 


“Because of my great respect for this institution, this 
presentation to me has greater significance than any 
honor I have ever received.”

DEPARTMENTAL RELATIONS AND 
NATIONAL SECURITY 


The Central Intelligence Agency is part of the 
complex of departments within the Federal Govern- 
ment that are responsible for the security of the nation. 
The organization and structure of the Government in 
this whole area reflect a recognition of the close rela- 
tionship between diplomatic, military, and other ele- 
ments of foreign policy. Within this national security 
area, the Central Intelligence Agency is the organiza- 
tion which insures that the information flowing to the 
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President and his principal advisers on foreign policy 
— the National Security Council — is timely, consist. 
ent, and complete; and which brings together the judg- 
ment of intelligence officers in all departments on the 
major issues of fact and interprets them for the benefit 
of the President and the National Security Council. 


The Director of Central Intelligence is the 
principal adviser to the President and the Na- 
tional Security Council on all matters of intelli- 
gence related to the national security. He con- 
sistently studies the intelligence structure of the 
government to determine that each part is prop- 
erly geared to the national intelligence effort. 
His responsibility requires solution of problems 
common to large governmental agencies, while 
coping with an additional problem of secrecy 
common to few other agencies. 


SECRECY AND PARALLEL LIMITATIONS 


Because of this secrecy — required by law and by * 


considerations of national safety — the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency does not confirm or deny published re- 
ports, whether good or bad; never alibis; never explains 
its organization; never identifies its personnel (except 
for the few in the top echelons); and will not discuss 
its budget, its methods of operations, or its sources of 
information. 


Although its activities are not subject to public in- 
spection and review, the Agency is, of course, directly 
accountable to Presidential authority and control. This 
accountability is exercised in a number of ways, notably 
through the National Security Council, which is privy 
to CIA’s activities and programs generally, and by the 
President's Board of Consultants on Foreign Intelli- 
gence Activities, which was established in February 
1956 (by Executive Order 10656), a recommendation 
of the Hoover Commission. On appropriations and 
related legislative matters, the Director of Central In- 
telligence has regular contact with the several standing 
committees of the Congress involved, particularly the 
House and Senate Appropriations Committees and the 
House and Senate Armed Services Committees. 





* That is probably true, in theory and intention. Actually, there is 
rivalry (and resentment) perfectly natural, as the service intelligence 
staff have a long and proud tradition behind them. I recall, as a 2nd 
Lieut., on border service (1913), a leather bound booklet that con- 
tained entirely adequate information on Mexico. In 1941, in a more 
commanding position, we managed to get along without O.S.S.— 
which was not in existence when the shooting started. 
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
